Pacific  Coast  region  West  Coast  Hemlock  lumber  possesses 
grown-in  characteristics  which  rank  it  among  the  foremost  com¬ 
mercial  woods.  West  Coast  Hemlock  dries  well,  either  by  air¬ 
seasoning  or  kiln-drying,  and  when  properly  seasoned  and  stored 
is  subject  to  minimum  shrinking  or  checking. 

Carpenters  like  to  work  with  West  Coast  Hemlock  because  of  its 
workability.  Architects  specify  it  because  of  its  beautiful  light  color, 
ability  to  take  and  hold  finishes  and  for  its  inherent  toughness. 
West  Coast  Hemlock  hardens  with  age. 

Lightness  of  weight,  freedom  from  pitch  and  splintering  are 
characteristics  that  extend  the  use  of  West  Coast  Hemlock  into 
many  economical  applications.  Durable  floors,  moldings,  doors, 
panelings,  sidings,  cabinetry  of  all  types  are  only  a  few  adaptations 
of  West  Coast  Hemlock  for  good  performance.

West  Coast  Hemlock  framing  lum¬ 
ber  is  used  for  al!  types  of  residen¬ 
tial,  commercial,  industrial  and 
farm  building.  It  is  available  in 
the  standard  sizes  and  grades. 
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West  Coast  Hemlock  dimension  lumber  of 
these  grades  is  designed  especially  for  use  in 
engineered  construction.  Lumber  displaying 
these  grade  stamps  is  graded  primarily  for 
members  stressed  in  bending,  but  may  also 
be  used  as  tension  and  compression  mem¬ 
bers.
